and Calamities; their Faith and Patience; their Conſtancy 
and Courage; with the - Deliverances, which God by their 
Means, wrought for his Church and People. 

Had the Holy. Scriptures contained nothing elfe, but ſuch 
Diſcoveries concerning God, as are fit to be communicated 
to us; With a Body of uſeful Laws for the Government of 


our Lives, inforced by Proper Rewards and Paniſhments; 


{chough in that Caſe They would have been a- ſufficient 
zule of Faith and MAnners to us; yet it is certain, They 
would not have been ſo Profitable for Doctrine, for Repro, 
for Correction, Juſtruction and Comfort, as they now ate. 
But that which makes them in all reſpects Compleat, is, 
That they not only contain the moſt Excellent Rules of Life, 
but alſo many Examples both of the Juſtice and Favour of 
God to his Church ; with a large Account of the ſurprizing 
Deliverances they met with in Difficulty and Diſtreſs ; ſo 
that hardly any Thing can befall us now, but we meet with 
ſomething parallel to it in the Word of God, which may 
confirm our Faith, and direct our Practice. 

Should therefore God for our Sins, ſend any great Cala- 
mity upon us, from which we could ſee no probable Means 
of being freed; what a Support mult it be to us to look into 
Former Ages, and conſider God's own People in the like 
Diſtreſs ; and yet upon their Repentance merciſully deliver.

And ſhould it pleaſe God to ſuffer his Church to be Perſe- 
cuted, and evil Entreated through Tyrants, as it has been often 
of old ; It would be no ſmall Comfort to his Afflicted Peo- 
ple, to remember the Tryals, the Patience and Deliverances 
of his Servants recoeded in Holy Scripture ; of ſome, who 
through Faith wrought Righteouſucſs, obtained Promiſes, topped 
the Mouths of Lions, quenched the Violence of Fire, and out of 
peakyeſs were made ſirong; of others, who were Deſtitute, Aﬀi-. 
ied and Tormented, though the World was not worthy of them; 

Nay, of the Son of God . himſelf, who endured the Croſs, and 
leſpiſed the Shame. = 

Laſtly, Should Peace and Proſperity produce the ſame Ef- 
ets on us; that they did on Vr ot old; We could not 
read over their Hiſtory without refleAting on the Juſtice, as 
well as Goodnels of God ; and being ſenſible, that no Nati- 
an is fo much in his Favours, but his Wrath will overtake 
:nd puniſh them, when they become greatly Corrupted, 

Thus are the Holy Scriptures. fitted for their Great End, 
which is to make us wiſe unta Salvation as by many other Ex- 
ellencies.: So by the Examples contained in chem, both of 
the Severity and Mercy of God, all which are there Record- 
ed for our Admonition and Comfort. 

Secondly, We may obſer ve from this Catalogue of Wor- 
thies in my Text, that many are celebrated in Scripture, for 
the Great and Good Actions performed by them, who were

Thirdly, We may obſerve, That though Men are com- fl «1 
mended in Scripture for their Piety and Perſonal Vertues; 
yet chiefly for the Good they did to the World, and the Ser- MW to 
vices they performed to their Native Country. 

So it is in the ſeveral Inſtances now before us; Gedeon was 
raiſed up by Providence to deliver rael from the Midianites; 
and he not only obtained a Signal Victory over them; but 
ruled Iſrael in quietneſs fourty Tears. Samuel was not only a 
Prophet of the Lord, but the Chief Ruler of 1ſrae! many 
Years : And fo Juſt was he in the Diſcharge of his Great 
Truſt, that he appealed to the People themſelves, and bid 
them teſtiſie againſt him, if he had defrauded or oppreſſed an) 
of them; nor was he leſs Fortunate, than Juſt in his Govern- 
ment. For we are told, that the Hund of the Lord was again 
the Philiſtines all the Days of Samuel. And as to David, 
though his Piety was Great, yer the Good King and the 
Succeſsful General are the brighteſt Parts of his CharaQer. 
His Conqueſt over Goliath firſt made him Famous, and after- 
wards whitherſoever he went Victory and Triumph attend- 
ed his Arms; ſo that during his long and Glorious Reign, 
his People were, for the moſt Part, Victorious abroad, and

'Tis true, the New Teſtament does not give us Inſtances

of warlike Heroes, of the Kings and Conquerors of this 


World ; yet our Saviour came from Heaven upon the moſt 
charirable Deſign ; even of reconciling us to God, and mak- 
ing us Juſt, Merciful and Beneficent one to another; He went 
about doing good himſelf, and has engaged us to imitate his 
Example by the ſtrongeſt Motives, even the Hopes and 


fears of another World. He has planted amongſt us a Kind, 


z Generous, and Compaſſionate Religion; a Religion, which 
is Pure and Peaceable, Gentle and Eaſie to be Entreated, full of 
Mercy and. good Fruits, without Partiality, and without Hypo- 
ie. | J vo * 4 7 
Ft and Laſtly, We may obſerve, That it is agreeable 
to the Practice of the Church of God in all Ages, and very 
uſeſul in it ſelf, to expreſs a grateful Regard to the Memory 
of our Benefactors, and to celebrate the Praiſes of thoſe who 
haye been the Inſtruments of Divine Providence, in procur- 
ing any Signal Benefit to us. Thus the Apoſtle, writing to 
the Hebrew Chriſtians, ſpends a conſiderable Part of this 
Epiſtle in reciting the Great Actions of thoſe, who had been. 
the Greateſt Bleſſings to their Church and Nation.. 

The Book of Pſalms, was no doubt the Principal Liturgy: 
of the Jewiſß Church, and ſung in their Aſſemblies ; and in 
them a Commemoration is made of the Great Things which 
God wrought for Hrael by Foſeph, by Moſes, by Aaron and 
others; and to this Day, the Memory of thoſe. Great Men, 
38 of David, Mordecai and many more, is very Dear to that 
People; and ſo is with great Reaſon, the Memory of the. 
Apoſtles and Martyrs to all Good Chriſtians. 

And indeed, I don't ſee how the Fews could obſerve their 
Yearly Feftivals without remembring thoſe Men, by whole. 
Hands God wrought the ſeveral Deliverances, which they 
ad then Commemorate.. They could not celebrate tho Paſs- 

OVer- 
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over without thinking on the Share which Moſes had i in they 
Deliverance from Slavery; nor the Fealt of Purim, but Mer. 
decai and Efther muſt come into their Minds; nor the Feng 
of the Dedication, without reflecting on the Courage and 
Succeſſes of Judas Macrabeus, © 

I grant, That Men have run into Extremes in this Cale 
and that even now, ſome do celebrate Creatures, to the 
Difhonour of the Creatour ; and Saints, more than their $4. 
viour : But thefe Abufes, which — — carefully to be avoid. 
ed, will not juſtiſie an ungrateful Diſtegatd to the Memory 
of thoſe, who have been Eminent Lights in the Chutch of 
God. or the Means of Preferving their Country from De- 
ſtruction. 

And yet this is a Crime, which 105 deen of bog Standin 
in the World; and we have ſome Inſtances of Ingratitude in 
Scripture, ſer forth in ſuch a Light, as does not render them 
deſirable Precedents to follow; when we confider the won- 

derful Deliverance, which God wrought for x Bowe. by Foſeph, 
we cannot but be amazed, that he fhontd ere forgotten. 
or his Family ill uſed : But yet he was no fooner Dead, * 
4 King aroſe who knew not foſeph, and a Sett of Men, who 
rin, their Deliverer. Andi it is recorded to HraePs Re- 
proach,” tliat they forgot Gedeon, and fhewed no Kindneſs to bi 
Houſe, according te all the Goodneſs he had fhewed to Iſtael; 
But this is the Teſs to be wondrech at, conſidering, what wc 
ate told in the fame Place, that they remembred vor the Lord 
their God, who delivered Hes out of the Hands of alf their Ene. 
mies on every fide. Judges 8, 34, 35. 

But the more apt Men are to forget cheir Deliverces, the 
more need they have to be put in mind ot them, and called 
upon, to expreſs a juſt Regard ro their Memories, and often 

to think and ſpeak of them with Honour, which is a Prac- 
tice, not only Juſt and Reaſonable in it felf, bur what may 
be very Uſeful and Inſtructive to us. 

The mote a, Few reffects on the Lives of Gedeon and Barat, 

of Samſon and ä the more he muſt be — — his 
ot- 
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abhorrence of Idolatry, which was not only the crying Sin 
of thoſe Ages wherein they lived, but the Cauſe of thoſe 
nany Calamities, which the People of Hrael then ſuffered. l 
He cannot conſidet the Hiſtory of Mordecai and E/ther, with- 
aut being ſenſible, what Great Bleſſings a Limited Monarchy, 

Good Laws and Liberty are; when it ſhall nor be in the 
Power of an Inſolent Favourite to deceive a Weak Prinoe,. 
ind ſacrifice a whole Nation to his Pride and his Reſent- 

nents, nor can he read over the Hiſtory of the Maccabees,. 
rithout making this obvious Remark, That no wiſe Nation. 
will ever make it their Choice to be under the Power of an 
Antiochus Epiphanes, that is, of one, who abhors their Re- 
igion, and will employ his whole Authotity to deſtroy ir. 

And that thoſe, who have done great Good to Mankind, 
night never be forgotten, but had in Everlaſting Remem- 
lraxce, the Church has in all Ages obſerved Annual Feſtivals- 
for Great Mercies, not only that God might be Praiſed, bur 
thoſe Men, who were the Inſtruments of his Goodneſs, might 
de cemembred alſo. And, I believe, there are few Nations, 
who don't every Year celebrate National Feft:vals, in Me- 
mory of Bleffings peculiar to themſelves, in which not only 
God is adored for his Goodneſs to them, but their dead 
benefactors are mentioned with Honour and Reſpect. So 
zzreeable is this Practice, which I am recommending, to 
the Natural Notions and Sentiments of Mankind. 

And ſuch is the Feſtival, which in obedience to Authority, 
We this Day obſerve ; in which we return Thanks ro God 
for Two very Signal Bleſſings, which at a great Diſtance of 
Time the one from the other, fell out upon it ; in both 
which, though we of theſe Nations were immediately and 
Chiefly concerned, yet the Happy Conſequences of them 
tached to all thoſe who profeſs the Proteſtant Religion. 

As to the Former of theſe, the Diſcovery of the Gun-Pow- 
lr. Ireaſon : It was not like any of thoſe, wrought by the Great: 
Men who are mention'd in my Text. It was an over-ruling - 
att of Divine Providence, which brought to Light an horrid

cies which was ever formed in Earth or Hell; I fay Hell, 
ſince it is hard ro conceive Humane Nature to be ſo greatly d 
Corrupted, as that Men, without a Diabolical Influence, WM , 
ſhould contrive to deſtroy the King, the Royal Family, the X 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and whole Parliament of EN. 
land, and many Thouſand Innocents. more, with one Blait, Wl y 
and in one Moment; and All, to Promote the Intereſts of Ml © 
what the Conſpirators called, The Catholick Church; though f 
in reality nothing elſe, but the Uſurpations and Tyranny Ml 0 
of the Biſhop of Rome. | | th 
And ſo far is the Church of Rowe from expreſſing any Ab- 
horrence of, or Repentance for the Bloody Treaſon intended il 10 
to have been Acted upon this Day, that the Feſuites eſteem Ml , 
thoſe of their Order, who were convicted of, and ſuffered for il yi 
it, to be Chriſtian Martyrs. And yet theſe are the Inſttuc . ;,, 
tors of moſt of the Popiſh Princes of Europe in their Youth, Wl 
and the Directors of their Conſciences afterwards. But if 10 
thoſe Men were Martyrs, then Catiline was a Good Patriot, 
4 and Rau a Good Subject, and Jeſuites may be Faithſul 
to a Proteſtant Government. But bleſſed be God, that Inhu- 
mane Conſpiracy was Diſcoveied and Prevented ; and there- 
by the Proteſtants of England, the Bullwork and Glory of the 
Reformation, were preſetved fromthe Violence of Fire, and 

eſcaped the Edge of the Sword. 1 
The other Mercy, ſor which we this day praiſe God, is, 
The bringing King William upon it into England, for the De. 
liverance of the Church and theſe Nations from Popiſh Tyranny 
and Arbitrary Power. This is a Blefling which has a near 
Relation to my Text, ſince I may venture to affirm, That 
what Gedeon and Barak, and Samſon and Fephthae were to 
[ſrael, the fame was that Great Prince to us, even the la- 
ſtrument of Divine Providence, in freeing us from Dilſtrels, 

and working a Great Deliverance for us. | 

I already obſerved, That though Gedeon and Fephthae, and

let vs look, back and conſider the Condition of this King-

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Virtues are there Recorded; and that tha Good they did to 


their Country is the Principal Matter of their Praiſe : When 
therefore I ſpeak of King William, I would not be thought, 
that I intended to raiſe him above the Infirmities of Humane 
Nature, or to inſinuate, that he was never Miſtaken nor Miſ- 
led, There are very few Perfect Characters in Life; The 
wiſeſt and beſt Men have their Errors and Defeats. And the 
Caſe of Princes is much harder than that of Private Men; 
Their Temprations are Strong, their Flatterers are Nume- 
tous, and their Real Friends are Few. So that Virtue in 
them is more Difficult and Praife-Worthy, than in Men of a 
leſs Exalted Condition. But it is enough for us in this Caſe, 
io refle on this Important Truth, That the Late Revolution, 
vbich we this Day particularly Commemorate, was to us, and to all 
pho profeſs the Proteſtant Religion, a Great Bleſſing, and that 
enſequently not only God ſhould be praiſed for the ſame, but the 
Memory of that Prince, who was the Principal Inſtrument of it, 
owght to be Dear to every one of us. | 

if we look into the Lite of that Prince, before he became 
our King, we ſhall find a Series of Actions hardly to be pa- 
allel'd-in Story: For when he was but a: Youth, he found 
tis Native Country at the Brink of Ruin; aſſaulted by the 
United Powers of France and England, and at the ſame time 
torn to pieces b Factions at Home, He was then put at 
the Head of their Affaits; and by the Bleſſing of God on 
dis Conduct, Conſtancy and Courage, he teſcued them from 
Deſtruction; He united them at Home; and freed them 
tom their Foreign Enemies. And in a few Years after he had 
finiſh'd that Great Work, he undertook a Greater, which was 
to deliver theſe Nations from. Popery and Tyranny, and Europe 
from the Chains, with which France was ready to bind her. 
All which, notwithſtanding the Difficulties which lay in his 
vay, he happily Effected. oY ings 7 
But that we may form a Right Notion of this Great De- 
liverance, and perform the Duties of this Day as we ought, 
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dom before the Late Revolution, and during the Progreis of 
it, until it was Compleated. You, who remember thoſe 
Times, will refle& with Pleaſure on your paſt Dangers; and 
you, who were then unborn, ſhould be told in what Diſtreſs 
your Fathers were; not only that you may thank God for 
their Deliverance, but avoid thoſe Principles which, if En 
couraged, will involve your Selves, and your Poſterity in 
the like Calamities 

We all know, That the Proteflanrts and Papiſts of Ireland 
are divided in their Civil and Religious Intereſts ; which Di. 
viſion is attended with thoſe Jealouſies and Animoſities, 
which are uſual in ſuch Caſes. It is indeed agreeable to 
the Merciful Genius of our Religion, to ſuffer Papiſts to live Ml » 
among us, and enjoy the Protection of our Laws and Go i. 
vernment. But the Caſe is otherwiſe with them, and we 
ſhould ſoon find it fo, were the Power in their Hands. Por 
by their Principles they are obliged to deſtroy thoſe, whom 
their Church calls Hereticts; and their Practices are agree- 
able to their Principles : For they never had an Opportunity 
in this or any other Nation, to ſuppreſs the Proteſtant Rol. 
gion, but they did it; even though Faith and Gratitude, 
and their own Intereſt ſtood in their way. 

What Favour, what Protection the Proteftangs in this King- 
dom may expect from the Papiſts of is too Evident 
from the Rebellion of Fourty One; when Without Regard to 
Age, Sex or Condition, above an Hundred Thouſand Perſons 
were Inhumanety Butcher'd'in a ſhort Time. A Crime! which 
the Biſhop of Rome never condemned, and for which thoſe, who 
had the Principal Hand in it, never made any Acknowledg- 
ment, nor ſhewed any Repentance. Nay, the Pope was io 
far from condemning that Rebellion, that only thoſe Papift, 
who maintained their Loyalty to the Crown, were under 
his Diſpleaſure and Cenſured by him; whilſt the moſt Bloody 
Rebels were careſs'd and favour d. No wonder therefore, 
That the Proteſtants in the Late King Jamess Reign, could 
not without Tertor behold che Power arid 2 L the 

; ingdom 
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Religion were prompted to deſtroy them. | 

Then we ſaw a Pepiſb Governoar placed over us, who 
was violent in his Temper, - and a Bigot in his Religion; 
judges and Magiſtrates appointed, who, ſor the moſi part, 
had no other Deſign, but to deſtroy thole Laws which were 
Enacted for our Security: The Faichſul, Honeſt, Brave Pro- 
teſtant Officers and Soldiers Disbanded, and Succeeded by 
thoſe, who were ready to act over the Dreadſul Rebellion oſ 
Fourcy One: We faw the Law and the Sword in thoke Hands, 
from which we could expect neither Juſtice nor Protection. 

Our Streets were crouded with Fryars and Feſuits, Men, 
who gloried in the barbarous Perſecution then carrying on 
in France; and were ready to put the ſame in Execution a- 
mongſt us. The Revenues of Biſhopricks and ↄthot Church 
Preferments in the Gift af the Crown, as they became Va- 
cant were given to Papiſts. Popiſh Schools and Seminaties 
every where Erected; Severe Proſecutions againſt Proteftants, 
lupported by Perjuries, were Encouraged; aur Cities and 
Corporations in a moſt unprecedented Manner were depriv- 
ed of their Charters; and all the Laws made ſot the Secusity 
of our Religion. and Liberties, by a pretended Diſpenſing 
Power, were at once made Void and Uleleſs.

England againſt him. | | C 
But never did the Spirit of Popery more fully diſplay i = 
ſelf, than when that Unfortunate Prince was intirely in Pin 
Hands, and Governed by* Popiſs Councils. They widen f at 
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the Breach as much as poſſible, betwixt him and the Prote- 
farts, that he might never hope to be reſtored by their 
Means; not conſequently make them any favourable Con- 
ceſſions. And accordingly, they prevailed with him to Paſs 
Two Laws in his Pretended Parliament in Dublin, the moſt 
(ruel and Unjuſt that ever were heard of. By one of them, 
4 Great Part of the Proteſtants of Ireland without Regard to 
brmer Laws, to Purchaſles, Settlements and Improvements, 
rare at once deprived of their Eſtates ; to which, the Poſte. 
ity of thoſe, who had been deeply Engaged in the Rebellion 
f Fourty One, were Reſtored. By the other, The Great 
ody of our Nobility, Gentry and Clergy, above Two Thou- 
nd in Number, were Attainted without Tryal and without 
fence, and made lyable to all the Penalties of High Trea- 


n; and among theſe were Nine Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops, 


d above Eighty Clergy-Men: A ſufficient Demonſtration, 
hat a Proteſtant Clergy, eſpecially thoſe of the Eſtabliſhed 
wurch, are to expect from a Popiſh Prince. For though in 
joking over that Horrid Act of Attainder, I find the Before-

“For never did Popery receive ſuch deſperate Wounds, as 


e Clergy of England gave it, during King Fames's Reign 


their Immortal Writings : And that, which gave the Fi- 
hing Stroke to the Down-fall of Popery amongſt us, and 
F*pared the Nation to join with their Deliverer, was, The 


Reſolution 
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Reſolution and Conſtancy of Seven Vehetablt Biſhops, who 
not only Went to Priſon, but ſeemed ready to go to the 
Stake, as ſome of their Predeceſſors had done in 'Queen 
Mary's Reign, in Defence of our Religion and Laws: Thelc 
are Injuries, Which Popery will never forgive, nor forget. 
But it was not only the Clergy then in Being, who felt 
the Effects of that Unhappy Prince's Diſpleaſure : He did all 
that in him lay, to extinguiſh the very Order amongſt us: 
Firſt, by keeping all the Biſhopricks and Benefices in the 
Gifr of the Crown, vacant, as has been already obſerved ; 
and again, by turning all the Proteſtants out of the College 
. of Dublin, the only Seminary of Learning in this Kingdom: 
His Deputy had indeed before deprived that Learned Body 
State of the Of the Penſion, which the Piety of Former Princes had give 
F Proteftants of them, for their Encouragement and Support. But the Total 
1 568. Diſſolution of the College was King Fames's own Ack: When 
he firſt came to Dublin, he promiſed to preſerve them in their 
Liberties and Properties, and that he would rather augment 
than diminiſh the Privileges aud Tmmunities granted to then 
by his Predeceſſors : But notwithſtanding thefe ſpecious Pro- 
miſes, All the Members of the College were in à little Time 
deprived of their Freeholds, without a Tryal. A Pri 
Prieſt was made Ptovoſt, and that Noble Foundation put 
into Popiſh Hands. 1 
And all this is not to be wondred at: For King James, and 
choſe about him knew, That the College of Dublin was 
founded by Qucen Elizabeth: A Princeſs! 'whoſe Memoty 
is as odious to the Papiſts now, as her Councils and Arms 
were terrible to them whilſt She lived; and thut it was de- 
ſigned to be a Seminary for a Proteſtant Jerzy. who ſhould 
propagate the Reformed Religion amongſt an ignorant, mis 
led People. 3 Tas 3 
Thus Julian the Apoſtate, who was Bred up in the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, and profcſſed it Publickly, whilſt he was 4 
Private Man, no ſooner was declared Emperour, but be 
threw off the Mask, and owned hitnſelt'an 2 
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zbly to the Stile of the Church of Rome, declared for the An- 
cient Religion of the Empire, and of his Fathers: And from 
i Profeſlor, became a Perſecutor of the Goſpel ; and amongſt 
other Methods, which he made uſe of to deſtroy Chriſtianity, 
this was one, to diſcourage Learning amongſt Chriſtians, 
and hinder them to be Inſtructed in the Arts and Sciences. 

My Time wont permit me, to run through all the Miſeries 
and Diſtreſſes, which che Proteſtants of this Kingdom ſuffer- 
ed under a Popiſh and Arbitrary Power, I will therefore 
dwell no longer on the Melancholly Part of this Subject, our 
Dangers and Calamities ; but rather proceed to that which 
s more Comfortable, our Victories and Deliverance : All 
which, under God, were brought about by the Valour and 
Condut of his Late Majeſty King William, who, not only 
ſenc us Relief, but came himſelf and fought our Battles, re- 
ſued us from our Enemies, and reſtored to us our Religion, 
our Laws and Liberties ; and. all which we have ever ſince 
mjoyed in Great Peace and Security. 

Iſrael, no doubt, rejoyced when they ſaw Gedeos return 
tom the Slaughter of the Midzanites ; Barak from the Con- 
queſt of Siſera ; and David with the Head of Goliath in his 
Hand ; ſuch were the Tranſports of the Proteſtants of Ireland, 
when they beheld King William at the Head of his Army. 
expoſing himſelf to all the Dangers of War for their Deli- 
ferances; and at laſt Crowned with Victory and Succeſs. 
How Dear was he to the Proteſtants of Dublin, when he en- 
ned that City, and freed them from their Sufferings, their 
Dangers, and Fears, and reſtored them to their Eſtates, their 
Libertics and Churches; and Settled all theſe on a Firm 
and Solid Foundation : 

And now, That we may be ſenſible how Great a Bleſſing 


lic Revolution Was, and conſequently, how Dear his Memo- 
y ſhould be to us, who was the Great Inſtrument of Bring- 
ng it about, let us take a Brief View of the Condition in 
#hich King William found us in the Year, 1688. and left us 
his. Death. He found. us Oppteſſad, He leſt us Free; He 


found 
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found us under Popery and Arbitrary Power, He left our Re. 
ligion Proſperous, and our Civil Liberties Secure; He found 
Want and Poverty, Deſolation and Miſery, every where pre. 
vailing amongſt us ; But during his Happy Reign, our Coun. 
try was Planted and Improved ; Cities and Towns enlarged 
and filled with Inhabitants ; Learning flouriſhed in Schools, 
and in our Univerſity ; Old Churches were repaired, and New 
Ones in many Places erected: And we enjoyed Profound 
Peace and Great Plenty. ORG 

And that theſe Bleſſings might be continued to us and 
our Poſteticy ; and that Popery might never again ride over 
our Heads, ſo far as the Wiſdom of Men could contrive to 
prevent ſo Great an Evil, ſo far that Wiſe and Good Prince 
took Care of us. For to his Influence, we owe the Sertle- 
ment of the Crown on His Preſent Majeſty King George, and 
His Illuſtrious Family being Proteſtants ; and all that Peace 
and Security we now Enjoy; 

This was one of che Lal and moſt Glorious Acts of King 
William's Reign. And then, after he had cemented the 
Grand Alliance, and both at Home and Abroad laid the 
Foundation of that War, which was carry'd on againſt France 
in the Reign of Her Late Majeſty Queen Anne, with to much 
Glory and Succeſs, — I fay then, he left the World. And 
even that Glory and that Succeis, and the Mighty Figure 
which Great Britain has of late made in the World, are very 
much owing to King William's Conduct and Example. He 
found theſe Kingdoms oppreſſed with Luxury and Eaſe, and 
lull'd afleep by a Long Voluptuous Reign; Strangers in 2 
great mealure to Diſcipline and War ; and chiefly Great, by 
their uncultivated Courage, and Love of Liberty: He # 
waken'd them out of their Lethargie, and aaigd their warliks 
Genius, which readily anſwered his Generous Call. He led 
them forth into Foreign Fields, and taught them to equi 
their Enemies in the Knowledge of War, as much as the) 
exceeded them in Bravery and Courage. It was under him, 


That moſt of thoſe Brave Officers were Formed, who * 
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lo many Laurels in different Parts of Europe. Amongſt 
whom, there were nat a few, who had their Birth and Edu- 
cation in this Kingdom; and of theſe, there are ſome ill 
alive, who have a conſiderable Shaua. in His Majeſty's Truſt 
and Favour. No wonder therefore, that the Prote/tants of 
ſyeland expreſs an Extraordinary Venetation for the Memory 
of their Great Beneſactor; for Great were their Obligations 
to him, and their Gratitude is Commendable and Praile- 
worthy. And ſhould their Zeal in this Caſe be more warm, 
than that of ſome of their Fellow-Subjes in ſome other of 
His _— Dominions ; I fay, if it were really fo, I think 
it may well be accounted for, by our Saviour's Parable of 


— 


the Creditour, who having tue Debtors, who owing him the Luke 7. 46. 


one frve hundred Pence, and the other fifty, he frankly forgave 
them Both ; from whence our Lord concludes, That he, to 
whom moſt was forgiven, did love his Generous BenefaQtor 
moſt. We are the Debtors to whom moſt was forgiven. Our 
Burthens were more Grievous, and our Calamities more In- 
lupportable, than chote of our Fellow. Subjects. Not, but 
that we ſhould have been all alike Wretched in the End, had 
not God raiſed up a Deliverer to them and us. But that 
Storm which ſoon blew over England, fell upon us with all 
it's Fury; and for leveral Years we felt the Rage of Popery, 
Tyranny, and War. And Happy was it for us, That Eng- 
land called in and joined with King William, tos by that 
means they were not only delivered themſelves, but they 
Enabled him to deliver us alſo ; which with vaſt Expence of 
their Blood and Treaſure he happily Effected. And not on- 
ly fo, but whilſt our Calamities laſted, our Nobilicy, Gentry, 
Clergy-and People, who fled thither, were treated with Great 
Humanity and Charity; and relieved with a Generoſity, 
which* can't be too much applauded, and ought never to be 
forgotten. | 

Though I have already dwelt pretty long upon this Sub- 
JR, yet I cant conclude it, without drawing one Inference, 
Which ſeems naturally to ariſe 3 it.

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Have we been twice, as upon this Day, delivered from the 
Snares and Deſigns of the Church of Rome 2 And have we 
upon many Occaſions felt the Cruel Nature of the Popiſb Re. 
ligion > Then ſure, IL, we ought to cultivate both in 
our ſelves and others a Prudent Zeal againſt that our moſt 
Dangerous Enemy ; and for our Preſent Happy Eſtabliſhment 
in Church and State; that Part of it in Particular, which ex. 
cludes Papiſts for ever from the Throne of theſe Kingdoms, 

Popery is a Lunacy of the Soul, which renders it impoſſi. 
ble for thoſe who are ſciz'd with it, to govern a Proteſtant 
People. For all Government ſuppoſes Protection of the one 
hand, and Obedience of the other; But no Popiſb Prince can 
with a good Conſcience, protect his Proteſtant Subjects in 
the Exerciſe-of their Religion : For he is obliged by the Laws 
of his Church, and under the ſevereſt Penaltics, to deſtroy 
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them unleſs they abjure it. 1 
This is plain from the Deciſions of the Fourth Latera Wi» 
Council, the Proceedings of the Council of Conſtance, and ii 
the Famous Bull, 7» Cænd Domini, ſolemnly repeated every Wi © 
Year the Thurſday in Paſſion- Week by the Pope himſelf; and 
by the ſeveral Perſecutions raiſed by that Church in ſeveral i * 
Ages and Countries. ; q 
"Tis true, this is a Doctrine the Church of Rome docs not 10 
care at all Times, and in all Places to own ; that may not I & 
be Prudent nor Convenient. But it is a Doctrine which mull WM x; 
Stand and Fall with the Infallibility of their Church; and to l 
diſown it, is to confeſs their Church has erred. | but 
And the more Steddy and Sincere any Man is in that Re- 5+: 
ligion, the more Dangerous he muſt be to thoſe who differ 
from him. He muſt forget Promiſes, Obligations and Oaths, Ml © 
when Inconſiſtent with the Intereſt of his Church, for which ** 
he will obtain an Eaſie Abſolution.

No doubt there are Men of Virtue, Probity, and Honour th 
in the Church of Rome; who would not break their Faith, ¶ 41.

But there have been few Inſtances of this Sort amongſt Popiſh Prin- 
ent css; and the Number of thoſe, who have kept Faith with their Prote- 
Cx- n Subjects, is very Ineonſiderable. If we confine our Inquiry to 
. or own Kingdoms, we ſhall find that, ſince the Reformation was Eſta- 
i. bimed amongſt us, we have had only Two Princes on the Throne, 
ant WJ bo were Profeſs'd Papiſts : They Both promiſed to Protect their Pro- 
one ant Subjects in their Religion; and how well thoſe Promiſes were 
can bet, we all know; only I cannot but obſerve, That in Both thoſe 
leigns, the Fury of the Government fell on the Biſhops and Clergy of 
the Church of England. I truſt in God, that thoſe Two Experiments 
have made theſe Nations ſo Wiſe, that they will never make another. 
y Should the Papiſts attempt to overthrow our Preſent Settlement, 
ad ſet a Popiſh Pretender over us; it is what we have Reaſon to ex- 
ras oy . Should they enter into Conſpiracies for that End, it is agree- 
nd ale to the Genius of their Religion; it is what they have long practi- 
ery ed, and they are great Maſters in that Myſtery of Iniquity. But ſhould 
ind / Members of the Eſtabliſhed Church, eſpecially thoſe, who have ta- 
tal if the Oaths to His Majeſty, be Engaged in ſuch Deſigns ; what can 
e call ſuch a Conduct, but a wicked, a monſtrous Infatuation 2 
But if any who ſerve at the Altar, whether in an High or Low Sta- 
ton, in ſpight of the Qaths they have taken, the Prayers they have 
not ifered up to God in his Houſe, for the King and Royal Family by 
ul Name, ſhould they break through all their Sacred Engagements, and 
toßß kcome the Tools of Jeſuites in carrying on their Deſigns, who can't 
but deſpiſe them for their Credulity and Folly : It is hard to think or 
Re- freak of them without Grief and Abhorrence ? 
fler lt is very well known, That there are ſuch Perſons as I have deſerib- 
hs, d, who are charg'd with theſe Crimes, I believe there are few a-- 
ich dongſt us, who would not rejoyce if they ſhould make their Innocence 
wpear : But ſhould it prove otherwiſe, I muſt ſay, for the Honour of- 
the Church of England, that their Crimes are Perſonal, and they them-- 
yes muſt anſwer for them. TheiSoctety on Church is not charge- 
dle with them, ſince they by no means flow from her Principles or 
loc: Dottrine.

been greatly Enlarged. Learning has been Encouraged by the Baus 
ty of the Crown and Parliament to the Univerſity of Dublin; 
Excellent Laws have been made for the better Adminiftration of J 
Rice, and Protection of Innocence; and amongſt other things, forthe 
Encouragement of that Trade, wherein the Wealth of this Conntwwi 
particular does conſiſt, we have ſat Safe under our Vines a 2 
tees, and only heard of Dangers at a Diftance. Theſe are the lovalagh 
Bleſſings we now Enjoy. t then remains, but that on all Proper 
Occaftons we declare the Senſe we have of them; and with a bes 
ing Zeal oppoſe thoſe, who would 3 us of our Peace, and involye 
us in the Calamities of Rebellion and War. To God, in the Nd 
Place; let us offer up our Hearty Praiſes for the Continuance of thok 
Favours, we have ſo little deſerved: And next, agreeably' to our Dat 
our Qaths, our Prayers, and our Inclinations, let us heartily, and fi 
cerely Support His Majeſty King GEORGE, and his Government, 
under whom we enjoy Protection and Safety.
